In his sixth article, upon the right of suffrage, 
he says 

“There can be no doubt every man who is in UI 
nois at the time of the adoption of the constitution, 
becomes entitled to vote here forever, althongh he 
may have le(t the state for years, or moved over 
the line into Missouri, Indiana, Kentucky, Wiscon- 
sin or Towa. 

He means, as T)inderstand him, to eay that a cit- 
izen of pny other state may vote in this at any tine, 
if he was but in this state at the time of the’ adop- 
tion of the new constitution. Now Coto is cer- 
tainly an adept in construing new constitutional 
articles. No other living man could ever have 
given the same construction to that article. It is 
enough for me to notice the position of Cato, and 
ask the reader to took to article six, section’ one. 
They will sce that none can vole but those “having 
resided inthe state one year next preceding av 
election,” nor shall they be entitled to vote any 
where “except in the county or distriet_in which 
they shall actually zeside at the time of the cle 
tion? 

Inhis article, number five, he says: “Every three 
years there will happen to be on interregium in 
the supreme court, arising from the vacation of the 
offices of the three first supreme judges six months 
before their successors will become installed. It 
is trie that by the times fixed for the election of 
the supreme judges to follow the three first, there 
Will be a space of six months in Which the expired 
teri will be vacant till filled by the new incum- 
bent. But this docs not destroy the court, Two 
supreine judges will constitute a court and no dif- 
ficulty whatever can occur from this source. 
Furthermore, the office is but vacated for a time 
and the vacaney way be filled. But Cato says it is 
no vacancy—pray what is it? Although itis not 
a vacancy occurring by death. resignation, or re 
moval, it is still such a vacancy as Will be liable to 
occur frequently by contested elections, refusal to 
accept, &e, For the filling which vacancy ample 


provision is made in section twenty-three of article 
five. 

Cato, as well as several other writers, has taken 
exception to the new county court system, chiefly, 


as they aver, on account of its enormous ‘expense. 
Bul in this they are only making statements from 
mere guess work, from speculations for which there 
fare no grounils of probability. It the legislature 
shall organize the new county court by one county 
judge with jurisdiction alone over all probate, and 
such civil and criminal matters as may be give 
and by associating with him two justices of t 
peace for county business, it does nat seem at all 
ikely that they will make the expense of these 
three officers exceed that of the four who now do 
the same business. I think it will be found that 
the amount of the: compensation received by the 
probate justices of the peace of the several coun- 
ties will be more than sufficient in each county to 
pox.a-county judge. Tho compensation m 
be fixed jn fees as now provided for probate justices 
of the peuce. It is probable a salary will be given 
the county judge, but the constitution does not re- 
quire it, and if a Salary be allowed, a rate of fees 
may still be collected to be paid into the county 
troasury equal in amount to the salary. Ihave not 
Hime to pursue this subject. | The only. probable 
change that will be made, so far as thecosts con- 
cerned, will be to put the offices of county clerk 
and recorder into one, and the probate and aounty 
commissioners? court into one—requiring four wen 
instead of six to do thy business. Why may not 
the four do it as cheaply as the six? 

Itis not to be denied that there are several things 
in the nev constitution that a great many are much 
displeased with, but the same things are much ad~ 
mired by others, and as a whole I think it certainly 
ought to be preferred to the old. It should have 
af Teast a fair trial, Yours, respective!

in our opinion, just ani reasonable, and, under pre= 
cat eireum , ought to be insisted on,and we 
ean see no cause for apprehension or alarm in an 
extension of the limits of the confederacy. 

9. That we hereby fully approve, ant now rei 
erate a8 our own sentitnents, the resolution unani~ 
mously passed by the general assembly of this state 
at its last session, to-vil: 

«That our senators in Congress be instructed 
our inembers requested to vote for any propasitio 
constitutional aud practicable, for raising men and 
money to carry on the war, and that they aid by 
every means iii their power, any measure oF propo- 
sition, that in their opinion’ will nerve the arm of 
government to increased vigor in the prosecution of 
the «ame. 

Ravleed, That a copy of the foregoing resol 
tions, signed by the chairman and secretary, be tor- 
warded tothe President of the United Siates, aud 
to exch of our Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress. ( 

The ninth resolution was offered as on amend- 
ment by Mr. Hallingall andaccepted by Mr. Gregg. 
The resolutions were then adopted by acclamation. 
Loud calls were made tor Mr. Hoyne by an as 
setublage of whigs, abolitionists and negroes, who 
Dail been drilled anit brought there for {he purpose, 
and whose estiwation of Mr, Hoyne and his opin- 
ions was probably measured by the total disregard 
which that gentleman evinced for the harmony of 
the party to which he professes to belong.

agent at this place for transmission, a perhaps elab- 
orate message. ‘The agent turns it'into eypher, by 
which Yrokets the number of words used is greatly 
reduced and seerecy secured, and then forwards it 
hy telegraph to his associate agent in New York. 
That agent turns it back into its original form, and. 
delivers it to the person for whom it is intended, 
Should it require a reply, the New York correspon- 
dent,in like manner, hands to the agent there the 
necessary message, and that agent, turning it into 
cypher, forwards to the agent at St. Louis, &e, So 
great, We are informed, is the economy secured by 
this system in regard to the teJegraph—the charge 
being ouly on the number of words forwarded—that 
the agents, afler allowing themselves a reasonable 
cominission for services, are still able to bring the 
whole expense of transmitting a message, greatly 
within the ordinary cost.”
